Instances of suicide terrorism did occur earlier, although these were mainly suicide 
missions rather than suicide attacks, and were much less common than they are now. 
The three best known of these earlier suicide campaigns were those of the ancient 

Jewish Zealots, the eleventh- and twelfth . century Assassins, and the Japanese

The world's first suicide terrorists were probably two militants Jewish 


revolutionary groups, the Zealots and the Sicarii. Determined to liberate Judea (mm 
Roman occupation, these groups used violence to provoke a popular uprising-which 
historian credit with precipitating the "Jewish War" of A. IX 66-committing numerous 
public assassinations and other audacious acts of violence in Judea from 
approximately 4 B.C. to A. D. 70. They attacked their victims in broad daylight in the 
kart of Jerusalem and other centers using small, sicklelike daggers (sicae in Latin) 
concealed under their cloaks. Many of these must have been suicide missions, since 
the killers were often immediately captured and put to death-typically tortured and 


then crucified or burned alive. 

One of the earliest attacks was an attempt by ten Jewish Zealots to 
assassinate Herod, the ruler of Judea installed by Rome, for his role in establishing a 
set of institutions (such as the gymnasium and the arena, and the display of graven 
images of Roman emperors)that were particularly inimical to Jewish custom and law. 
Although the. plot ultimately failed, the account of what happened when the Jews were 
brought before Herod presents a remarkable picture of individuals willing to die to 


complete their violent mission. (17)

just as the Romans were preparing for the final assault on the fortress: This grace 

has been given to us by God, namely to be able to die nobly and freely . only our 

shared death is able Jo protect our wives and children from violation and slavery... 
.we, who have been brought up in this way, should set an example to others in our 

readiness to die . this -suicide- is commanded by our laws. Our wives and children 

ask for it. God himself has sent us the necessity for it. (18)

The Zealots embraced martyrdom, on the grounds that their deaths 
represented to God the commitment, not just of their group, but of the entire Jewish 
people. More practically. Zealots favored death to the imprisonment that would fora 
them to break Jewish law and preferred the suicide of their women and children 
rather than have them raped or sold as slaves. This was a particular fear regarding 
Zealot children, who might be taken from their parents and raised as pagans. (19)

Aew the end of World War II when the American invasion of Japan homeland seemed imminent 
Onishi Takijiro a navy vice-admiral invented the takko-tai(Kamikaze)operations which made use of 
powered airplanes, gliders and submarine torpedoes. None was equipped with the means oj 
returning to base. The airplanes best known among the takko-tai operations flew closed to water to 
avoid detection by radar the under water torpedoes called "human torpedoes" were carried b\ 
submarine closed to the target. After they had been launched to avoid detection the pilots made the 
last stretch toward the moving American ships without aid of Periscope. In the final analysis, 
Onishi and his right hand men thought the Japanese soul, which had been built up to possess a 
unique strength to face death without hesitation, was the only mean available the Japanese to bring 
about a miracle when the homeland was surrounded by American aircraft carriers whose 
sophisticated radar prevented any other method to destroy them. ( 29 )

Like other suicide terrorist groups LTTE seeks to glorify suicide attackers after their death hv 
displayittg their pictures on posters and holding public processions with pomp and pageant r\ 
(singing is common) in their honor. Since 1990 the LTTE has held annual public ceremonies to 
venerate its "martyrs , In Jaffna July 5 is called "Heroes Day" in memory of the first black Tiger 
attack. On this day Prabhakaratt gives a speech commemorating the Black Tigers and others who 
have made especially heroic sacrifices for the cause of Tamil independence. In 1993 he said" Our 
martyrs die in the arena of struggle with the intense passion for the freedom of their people, fought 
for the liberation of their homeland and therefore the death of every martyr constitutes a brave act
